TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH. 


A textile school has been added to the State Agriculture) 
and Mechanical College of Mississippi. At its last session the 
legislature appropriated $40,000 for this purpose. The people. of 
the state now announce that the new institution is the best of 
its kind in the world. 

This is another evidence of the new spirit in the new South. 
Mississippi ranks next to Texas as a cotton state, but there 
as elsewhere in the South, the manufacturing facilities are in- 
adequate. 

What the South needs just at present is skilled labor to 
manage and operate cotton mills. There is no reason in 
the nature of things why the cotton should not be turned 
into fabric right where it is grown. To send it North and 
pay transportation when the manufacture is practicable at 
home is a waste of time and labor. If mills can be estab- 
lished and intelligently operated, not only will this waste be 
stopped, but an opportunity created for new industries sup- 
porting a larger popwiation more diversified in character. 
The South is alive to the advantages of technical education 
as this Mississippi experiment amply proves. With boundless 
resources and a population equa] to the opportunities offered 
by nature, the south Atlantic and gulf states may look for- 
ward in the near future to be practically self-supporting. 
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Ex-Senator Chandler thinks the United States may have to 
pay the claims of the families of our seamen killed on the 
Maine.

ROM the publishing house of cdenry 
Olendorf Shepard of Chicago, comes 

a new version of Omar Khayyam’'s 
famous poem under the title of ‘The 
Rubaiyat of Mirza-Mem'n.”’ 

This new poem is in part composed of 
original stanzas, interwoven with a numbcr 
that are more or less literal paraphrases 
from Nicholas’ and McCarthy's prose trans- 
lations of the Rubaiyat. In almost every 
respect the poem is different from Fitz- 
gerald’s which has come to be the stand- 
ard of comparison where Omar's verse is 
concerned. 

While in general, there are no quatrains 
in this new poem that can compare with 
several of Fitzgerald's in strength and fire, 
as a whole the poem is pleasing, and many 
of the verses are gems of true poetry. Like 
Omar, this imitator and follower praises 
wine and women, and condemns metanhy- 
sical speculation, but in the apparent effort 
to outdo Omar in devotion to the “eternal 
feminine,’’ weakness naturally has crept in, 
the effect bordering on the erotic.
